A vigoroun indletment of the Penroses
Vire-MeNitho! winchine was mnade todny
by HRopresentative T. Henry Walnut, In
a statament showing the methods re-
ported to by the machine'a representa-
tiven In the Leglslature In throtiling the
¢hild Inbor bill, which, he sald, had the
support of every right-thinking muan in
Pannsyivania,  Mr. Walnut declured the
acta of the last Htate Senate, which was
dominated by Penross, were only the leg-
plative expresslon of whal Penrose and
his henchmen and the interests thoy
serve stand for,

HOUSH RILL A MODEL,

Mr, Walhut's statement reads:

e ohild Inbor bill, as It passed the
House, was A méasure that would have
placed Pennsylvanin among those States

of the Union that had seen the :M[-oshlt_\-l

for conserving the llves and hedlth of
the clilldren of the community, and would
have Iald down regulations for the pur-
pore of accomplishing this end.

“The bll was referred to the Commit-
tee on Judiclary Special, presided over
by Senator Charles A, Snyder, of Schuyl-
kil County., who frankly represonted
those Interests who hnd long dominuted
Pennevivania Loglalatures and had al-
wivy obstructed the passage of ohild
Inbor tegistation. The blll passed the
House on the 15th of April, and was re-
forred ta the Committer on Judiciary
Epooinl of the Senate on the following
dny. It was then expected that the Leg-
imintiurs would ndjourn not later than
the third or fourth week In May, and
presuimably the iIntention was to kill the
bill by holding It In cammitiee until too
Inte to puss It prior to adlournment.

A hearing was finally held on the
measure about the middle of May. The
aquestion of adjournment wns then Im-
ninent. No report was made by -the
committee, however until June 4. and
it was not until June 23 that the bill was
finnlly passel.  In the meantime a num-
her of spirited efforts had heen mnade
tn fix a date for the ndjournment of the
Legisiature, none of which had, how-
ever, sucveceded, In part becnuse of the
{nslstonce of the House thnt the ehild
Inhor bill and several other measures of
firportanes  then in the Eenate ghould
be properly considered before adjourn-
mont.

SENATE CHANGES FATAL.

“The hill as It pasged the Sennte had
bheen amended B0 a= to ellminate Lhe
fundumental fenatures of the measure in
Ite arlginnl form, which were the lim-
Itntion of the hours of labor of children
between the ages of 14 and 16 to elght
houre n day and 45 hours a week and
the eliminntion of night work. The bill
as it paseed the Benate poavided for a
ten-tonr day and a B-hour week and
enntained what I Known as the ‘Gloss
Exemption Clause' In the provision re-
sovcting night work of children, so that
the existing law as to night work wna
not affectad. In additlon to these changes
nimaorous  exceptiona had been Inserted
In the menzure which represented back-
ward steps In the existing chlld l{almr

“The Heuse refused to concur in the
amendmoents nand a great ofort woas made
to prevall upon the Senale to recede In
purt from Itz position. Senator Snyder,
howaver, who represented Senator Pen-
rose In Schuvlkill County. very emphat-
ferlly declined to make any alterations
wihatever. Although he modified his po-
sitinn  stightly, he refused to withdraw
from any of the important positions taken
by the Sennte, and the bl as presented
to the House WwWas no better than the
exinting child Wbor leglalation, and In
particulnrs wis wore than the ex-
faw,
